Dr.  Clinchy  To  Speak  On  Brotherhood  Sabbath ; 
Divided  Jewish  Appeal  To  Be  Sermon  Theme 

On  Friday  evening,  Feb.  21,  which  is  the  Sabbath  of  nationally  observed  Bro¬ 
therhood  Day,  the  congregation  will  be  fortunate  to  have  as  its  guest  speaker  Dr. 
Everett  R.  Clinchy,  Executive  Director  of  the  National  Conference  of  Christians 
and  Jews,  which  conducts  extensive  wovk  in  bettering  group  relations  and  which 
is  the  sponsoring  organization  behind  Brotherhood  Week.  Dr.  Clinchy  will  speak 


on  “Adventuring  for  Brotherhood.” 

Dr.  Clinchy  has  won  for  himself  a  national 
reputation  because  of  his  brilliant  and  con¬ 
structive  labors  in  the  interfaith  movement. 

A  comparatively  young  man,  the  author  of 
In  the  Name  of  God  and  other  works,  he 
is  a  clear,  direct  and  stimulating  speaker. 
The  Scroll  hopes  that  the  congregation 
will  be  present  in  large  numbers  to  hear 
his  message.  Dr.  Clinchy  is  brought  to  our 
pulpit  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee 
on  Adult  Education. 

The  Divided  Jewish  Appeal 

On  Friday  evening,  Feb.  28,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg  will  discuss  from  the  pulpit  one  of  the 
most  complicated  and  distressing  problems 
in  American-Jewish  life  at  the  present  time — 
the  disintegration  of  the  United  Jewish  Ap¬ 
peal  and  the  return  to  independent  drives  of 
the  Joint  Distribution  Committee,  the  United 
Palestine  Appeal  and  the  National  Refugee 
Service. 

He  will  attempt  to  answer  the  questions 
which  puzzle  so  many  Jews  at  this  time.  Why 
has  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  broken  down? 
What  were  'the  immediate  causes  in  bud¬ 
get  and  the  ultimate  causes  in  differences 
of  position?  What  is  the  status  of  the  three 
organizations  right  now?  What  happened 
at  the  Atlanta  Conference  of  Jewish  Fed¬ 
eration  and  Welfare  Funds? 

Most  of  all,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  attempt  i 
to  offer  guidance  for  action  on  the  part  of 
individual  Jews  within  their  trades  and  as 
individuals.

Are  You  a  Member  of 
Zionist  Organization? 

The  Scroll  never  solicits  on  behalf  of 
organizations  outside  the  Synagogue.  It  is, 
however,  now  breaking  this  precedent  to 
urge  upon  its  readers  that  they  join  the 
Zionist  Organization  of  America  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so.  The  Z.O.A.  is 
engaged  in  a  campaign  to  raise  its  member¬ 
ship  to  150,000. 

It  is  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  im¬ 
portance  of  large  support  for  the  Zionist 
Organization.  The  strength  and  prestige  of 
Zionism  in  the  eyes  of  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  support  which  will  be  given  to 
Palestine  by  Jewish  communities,  will  all 
be  determined  in  great  measure  by  the 
number  of  Jews  who  enroll  officially  as 
Zionist  supporters. 

The  Scroll,  through  Mr.  Sidney  Gottlieb, 
its  editor,  is  prepared  to  accept  members 
for  the  Yorkville  Zionist  District.  That 
District,  headed  by  Dr.  Harry  Wechsler  of 
our  own  congregation,  contains  within  it¬ 
self  a  large  group  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  members.  Its  monthly  forums  held 
at  the  Y.M.H.A.  represent  a  splendid  con¬ 
tribution  to  adult  Jewish  education.  Fees 
are  $5  per  year.  Checks  should  be  made  to 
the  Zionist  Organization  of  America  and 
mailed  to  Mr.  Sidney  Gottlieb  at  the  Syn¬ 
agogue.
